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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 10/589,202 filed 08-1 1-2006. 
Claims 1-7 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
(2000-212203). JP (2000-212203) discloses a bearing device with a sensor, comprising 
a bearing part including an outer member (5) having raceway defined in an inner 
periphery thereof, an inner member (4) having a raceway confronting the raceway in 
the inner member, and a rolling elements interposed between the raceways and a 
revolution sensor part including an encoder (10) fitted to one end of the inner member, 
and a sensor (20) fitted to one end of the outer member and in face to face relation with 
the encoder; a mounting member (40) for the sensor and having a tube part (41) 
mountable on the outer member diametric surface of the outer member and a side plate 
part (42) axially position in contact with an end face of the outer member, the side plate 
part of the sensor mounting member being provided with a recessed plate (46) section 
(see fig. 8), which has an inner surface side recess, and an opposite plate part (45) 
confronting a bottom of the recessed plate section, the sensor being fitted sandwiched 
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between the bottom surface portion of the recessed plate section and the opposite 
plate part. 

In claim 3, note the recessed plate section and the opposite plate part of the 
sensor mounting member having a respective sensor fitting opening for allowing the 
sensor to pass therethrough from outside to the inside, the sensor having a protruding 
part (20) which protrudes towards a portion of the perimeter of the sensor fitting 
opening, the protruding part being sandwich between the bottom surface portion and 
the recessed plate (46) and the opposite plate part (45/47). 

In claims 4-5, note the elastic element (43) that serves as a seal between the 
inner member and the sensor (see fig. 8). 

In claim 6, it is apparent that the encoder (10) is a magnetic encoder. 

In claim 7, JP (2000-212203) discloses the claimed invention (see fig. 4).
